1 . This Office Action is a response to the communication dated 01/28/1998. Claims 1- 
48 are pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:

4. The restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because these 
inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required for Group I 
is not required for Groups ll-V and because these inventions are distinct for the reasons 
given above and have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
